Sydney. Aug. 17.—(AP)—Gov-. so years. The rich dairying coun- 


ernnient agricultural experts said 
today that a winter drought which 
has turned pastures into dust and 
shrivelled young wheat, would rob 
the world of about 30,000,000 bu- 
shels of Australian wheat, and an 
unpredictable amount of meat and 
butter this year. 


In the past few weeks thousands 


jf sheep and many cattle have 
perished in the drought-stricken 
northwest 
and central areas of 


the state of New South Wales and 
n southern Queensland. Indica- 
tions were that if rain did not 
come immediately,5.000,000 sheep 
would be threatened. 


Reports from the dry areas told 


of sheep perishing by the thou- 
sands from starvation with scraw- 
ny ewes leaving their young lambs 
to die and many 
lambs 
being 


slaughtered at birth by farmers 
because there was no feed for 
them.

according to B. W. Newman, gov- 
ernment meteorologist, is exper- 
iencing it* worst drought in almost 


try of northeastern New South 
\Vnlfs is also drying up and pro- 
duction is falling

A recent survey of the wheat 


belt indicated that

Thp drought also affected the 


wheat crop in southern Queens- 
land, hut in western and southern 
parts of Australia, July rains as- 
sured hig yields.

Action Is Sought in 


Indiana Poisonings 


Madison, Ind.. Aug. 17—(AP)— 


Attorney Joseph Cooper declared 
today that Mrs. Lottie (Tot) Lock- 
man, who has been charged with 
murder by poison of Mrs. Minnie 
McConnell, is the victim of a 
neighborhood "witch hunt." 


He said he would demand an im- 


mediate hearing for the 62-year- 
old housekeeper, now in jail here, 
and if that is not granted that he 
will ask for her release on a writ 
of habeas corpus or hy some other 
legal move 


His statements followed a report 


by a pathologist that traces of mer- 
cury poison had^bcen found in the 
bodies of two persons who had 
been cared for by Mrs. Lockman. 


Taxicologist and pathologist re- 


ports failed to givo poisoning as 
definite cause of death in either 
case. 


A pathologist report released 


yesterday by Coroner Sidney E. 
Haigh on the examination of or- 
gans of Mrs. Minnie McConnell in- 
dicated traces of poison. 


Previously, Dr. R. N. Harger, 


state toxicologist, reported finding 
mercury in the body of Mrs. Mc- 
Donnell. 


Dr. Harper also reported mer- 


•ury in the other exhumed body, 
that of Frederick Giddirigs. 


The pathologist's report on Mrs. 


McConnell was prepared by , Dr. 
Amos C. Michael of Indianapolis. 
He said in part: 


"The findings in the kidneys are 


not those of a severe well-develop- 
ed case of chemical nephrosis (dis- 
ease of the kidneys) such as is fre- 
quently produced by bichloride of 
mercury. 


"The findings do not, however, 


exclude 
the possibility of mer- 


curial poisoning. Findings In Uw 
kidneys and other organs of Mr*. 
Minnie McConnell cannot "bn Mldf 
o be diagnostic of any special con- 
iition."

He came to Notre 
Dame the following month and 
worked as secretary to Rev. Wil- 
liam A. Carey, CSC, then universi- 
ty registrar, for two years before 
he enrolled for classes in Septem- 
ber, 1930. i He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward F. Cahill, 118 
East Fellows street.) 


Served as Editor 


While in his undergraduate days 


at Notre Dame Mr. Cahill laid 
the groundwork for his future po-
